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CSU says 9 percent tuition | 
hike needed for student access 


University officials say 
soaring tuition costs 
should be blamed on 
state legislators.

Cal State University officials will 
ask the 23-campus system’s. Board 
of Trustees Wednesday to approve a 
9 percent tuition increase in order to 
maximize class selection, cover the 
cost of enrollment growth and main- 
tain quality access for all students. 


But, officials will also ask the board 
to approve a budget that calls for a $138 
million “buyout”-of the university sys- 
tem’s tuition increase. In that case, 


taxpayers, instead of the university 


system’s students, would cover the cost 
of the $498 hike. 

“We all realize that the state is fac- 
ing continued fiscal stress,” said Robert 
Turnage, CSU assistant vice chancellor 
for budget, “So the governor will have 
to make some tough choices in terms of 
managing a whole range of demands.” 

The state legislator bought out an 
8 percent or $200 tuition increase in 
2006 but declined in 2010, when the 
CSU asked it to buyout half of a 10 per- 
cent increase. 

“We believe there is a shot here,”

Turnage said of the buyout, citing on- 
going discussions with the state’s de- 
partment of finance. 

The vice chancellor believes this 
year’s buyout is different because the 
“size of [the state’s] overall [budget] 
problem has been whittled down.” 

But, in a conference call with CSU 
student media Monday, Turnage said 
that just considering the university 
system’s price tag would be “one-di- 
mensional thinking.” 

“We’ve been turning away CSU- 
eligible students,” Turnage said, cit- 
ing crippling state cuts, “and that’s not 
something we should be doing.” 
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Cal State University officials cited student access as one reason 
Jor a recently proposed 9 percent or $498 tuition increase. The 
CSU has seen a steady drop in enrollment since 2008, on par with 
cuts in state support. The above graph tracks enrollment and total 
CSU funding, including tuition revenue, from 2006 to 2010.

‘Bank Transfer Day’ 
encourages students 
to move their money 
from retail banks.

Some students are making the 
switch from retail banks like Chase 
and Bank of America to credit unions, 
whether their reasons be political or 


practical. 

Credit unions are said to promise 
lower fees, higher interest and better 
customer support. 

Bank of America surprised many 
customers when it announced a $5 


-monthly debit card fee, leading to 


outrage that eventually forced them to 
reverse the decision. 

“T opened an account with the LBS 
credit union a few weeks ago when I 
heard that Bank of America was add- 
ing more fees,” Cal State Long Beach 
student Adam Harris said. “I have not 
actually gotten around to moving my 
money, though.” 


Others are switching not for practi- 
cal, but political reasons, like CSULB 
alumna and Occupy Wall Street sup- 
porter Melinda Sulak. 

“Our banks have gotten us into a 
huge financial mess,” she said. “I am 
encouraging everyone I know to take 
finance away from the banks and into 
the hands of the people.” 

Sulak said the Occupy Wall Street- 
supported “Bank Transfer Day.” on 
Nov. 5 was what got her to make the 
jump, and that she likes the conve- 
nience of having free ATM withdraw- 
als at all 7-Eleven convenience stores. 

Unlike a bank, which is a single 


corporate entity, a credit union is 
owned by the members, with manage- 
ment decisions made by a voting pro- 
cess that includes all members. 

However, because credit unions are 
smaller organizations, there are also 
tradeoffs. 

For one, most credit unions have 
some kind of membership require- 
ment. In addition, credit unions may 
lack some of the benefits of a larger 
bank. 

“T don’t really feel a need to switch 
away from my bank,” CSULB student 
Will Grady said. “I use Wells Fargo. It 
is cool to have one right on campus.” 


49er Shops 
on the way 
to green 
initiatives 
A plastic bag ban 


is expected to take 
effect in fall 2012.

In an effort to prioritize sustainabil- 
ity throughout Cal State Long Beach, 
49er Shops Inc. expects to stop distrib- 
uting plastic bags by fall 2012. 

There are too many plastic bags al- 
ready in inventory to make the transi- 
tion immediately, according to 49er 
Shops Director of Communications 
Rosa Hernandez-Henderson. 

“We’ve made arrangements to have 
these bags and, for us not to use them, 
that’s not a smart business choice,” 
Hernandez-Henderson said. 

The plastic bag ban would extend to 
any 49er Shops vendor outside of the 
University Student Union or Student 
Recreation and Wellness Center. The 
ban would include residential dining, 
the Nugget Grill and Pub, Beach on 
Second Street and outside partnerships 
in the University Dining Hall, such as 


“Panda Express. 


Associated Students Inc. Senate 
passed a resolution, written by Sen. Li- 
zelle Felix and Sen. Sagar Ramachan- 
dra, with bagging alternatives for the 
49er Shops. 

The resolution serves to highlight 
specific pros and cons, including cost 
of alternatives. 

The University Bookstore currently 
has a selection of reusable bags for sale. 

The plastic bag ban is only a small 
part of a campaign to create a corpo- 
rate culture revolving around sustain- 
ability, Hernandez-Henderson said. 

“Starbucks, for example, has a 
great corporate culture of recycling, 
of making sure that most of their 
stuff is recyclable or compostable,”

Inseung Kim attends 
the Learning 

Assistance Center to 
improve her English.

Korean native Inseung Kim is finally 
ready to graduate from Cal State Long 
Beach — after seven years of working 
two jobs and battling a language disor- 
der in a new country. 

Kim, 32, a senior childhood develop- 
ment and family studies major, credits 
her success to her mother, whom Kim 
learned from her counselors at the 
Learning Assistance Center died about 
a month ago due to heart complications. 

“My mother is my biggest role mod- 
el,” Kim said. “She always works hard 
and never lets people down. She is a 
leader, taking care of others first.” 

Kim’s mother, Heenya Kim, raised 
her without a husband in Seoul, South 
Korea alongside her younger brother. 

Inseung Kim explained that, in Ko- 
rea, there was not much of a future for 
her or her mother. 

“In Korea, everyone finishes on the

same level,” Kim said. “If you try hard 
here in America, there is always more 
opportunity.” 

As a young girl growing up poor, Kim 
associated America with upper-class 
citizenship, knowing only what she had 
seen through store windows: Beautiful 
people and extravagant items from ven- 
dors like The Gap or Banana Republic. 

Kim, who began learning English at 
the age of 10, discovered that she suf- 
fers from a language deficiency, which 
she described as a sort of stutter or mis- 
placement of words. 

Although her English as a Second 
Language (ESL) counselors Vanessa 
Naijuper and Jessica Mathers con- 
firmed she has more difficulties than 
other ESL students with learning and 
perfecting her English, they cannot pin- 
point exactly what her condition is. 

Kim explained that, from infancy to 

_ childhood, she did not speak often. 

When she graduated from high 
school, she came to America to live the 
life that her mother had not been given 
the chance to pursue. 

But it wasn’t going to be easy. Kim 
worked at her mother’s market in Korea 
earning $2 an hour for several years and 
still could not afford to pay for tuition, so 
her mother helped her make the first step. 

As Heenyo, Kim gave her daughter 
the check, she told her, “This is the first 
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and the last one.” 

Inseung Kim confessed that, when 
she came to the U.S., her writing was 
“horrible” and she couldn’t compre- 
hend or speak English very well. In fall 
of 2005, Kim moved in with her aunt 
and uncle who lived in Lomita, Calif. 

She took 15 units and worked two jobs. 

At the end of her first semester, she 
had barely saved enough to pay for her 
second semester. Her GPA was about 
2.8 and she dropped one of her classes. 

Her dream wasn’t all that she had 
hoped for. 

“(My mother] told me all of her life 
that, if | have a problem, there is a way,” 
Kim said. “She always has the patience 
to find an open door.” 

She turned to help at the Learning 
Assistance Center (LAC) on campus. 

“{They] kept me organized — every 


time I had a-difficult situation, Vanessa 


would keep me focused on school,” she 
said. “Vanessa was like mother No. 2.” 

Kim continued, “I’m very lucky be- 
cause I get help from all around. When I 
come to school now, I don’t feel so alone.” 

After seven years at CSULB, Kim’s 
writing has improved and she will grad- 
uate in the spring. 

Despite hér language~ deficiency 
and her mother’s recent passing, she is 
pushing forward. After she graduates, 
she’II be the first person in her family to 
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language deficiency 
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Inseung Kim moved to the U.S. in 2005 to take classes at CSULB. 


get a college degree. 

Kim wants to keep saving and even- 
tually open her own day care center to 
teach orphans or underprivileged kids. 

“I never thought this would hap- 
pen to me, I just thought I’d be stuck 


in Korea, or just stuck in college,” she 
said. “But if you’re dealing with some 


‘frustration in your life, you need to be 


strong and keep thinking. You need en- 
durance to succeed.”

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Turnage explained that the enrollment 
of 20,000 new students rides on the CSU’s 
current budget proposal — one that relies 
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on a $138 million tuition increase. 

“This budget plan is about restoring 
student access,” he said. “We need re- 
sources to provide meaningful access 
for all students.” 

But as current students continue to 
struggle with soaring tuition costs, 
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CSU officials say the finger should be 
pointed at the state. 

“T think the argument we can all bring 
to Sacramento is higher education is a pri- 
ority,” said Erik Fallis, a CSU spokesman. 

The university calls for this tuition 
hike amid an increasing possibility of 


additional cuts in state support. Before 
the end of next year, the CSU will likely 
face a $100 million cut on top the $650 


‘million it faced last summer. 


Since 2009, the CSU has approved five 
separate tuition increases, nearly doubling 
the 23-campus system’s cost of attendance. 


In fall 2008, students paid $3,048 on top 
of mandatory campus fees. If the 9 percent 
hike is approved, students will pay $5,970 
on top of mandatory campus fees. 

The average annual cost of atten- 
dance for a CSU student would be 
$7,017. 
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CBA building receives 
new study location

Students at the College of Business 
Administration (CBA) received a new 
place to study as a result of a student 
survey conducted by Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. during the first week of Oc- 
tober. 

Where a 49er Shops convenience 
store was located, new tables and chairs 
have been added. 

ASI Sen. Jose Espeleta and Sen. Te- 
Kai Shang’s plan to create the study 
space began when they conducted the 


student survey and, with the help from 
Sen. George Lam and Jeane Caveness, 
the assistant dean of students for the 
office of equity and diversity, the plan 
became a reality. 

“The survey was of great help,” Es- 
peleta said via email. “We were able to 
identify various concerns from our stu- 
dents, which we are currently looking 
for ways to solving them.” 

According to Espeleta, the CBA is 
paying for the new tables and chairs. 

“We are still working with adminis- 
tration to find the funding for the tables 
but we are trying our best is provide 
students with more space,” Espeleta 
added. 

But some, like senior accounting ma- 
jor Heather Kwon, don’t like the reloca- 
tion of the convenience stores. 

“I like the new features, it looks 
clean,” Kwon said. “But I don’t like how 
the convenience store got far away from 
the classrooms.” 

Espeleta hopes this study space will 
highlight the role of ASI senators on 


campus. 
“We hope to keep working. towards 


the success of the students and to let 
them know that we are here for them and

that we are open to hear any concerns 
that they, may have,” Espeleta said. 
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Hernandez-Henderson said. “I think, 
as more time comes, when there’s more 
opportunities to decide between the 
products, [49er Shops] is leaning more 
toward sustainability.” 


Hernandez-Henderson said 49er 
Shops will continue promoting sustain- 
ability by monitoring the amount of 
waste its products create. 

A team of colleagues of all 49er 
Shops divisions, called the Green 
Team, is dedicated to analyzing their 
sustainability efforts, such as efficiency 
lighting and researching compostable 
properties. 


“T know, right now, we’re work- 
ing with a couple of local farmers to 
a farm-to-table program in the Chart 
Room,” Hernandez-Henderson said. 

The Green Team is also working 
on replacing the current campus-wide 
vending machines with Energy Star 
machines. ; 

“As a nonprofit organization, a lot 
of people think we don’t care about the 


money, that we’re about not trying to 
make money,’ Hernandez-Henderson 
said. “That’s not our mission. The mis- 
sion is that, after we pay the lights, we 
pay the salaries ... the bills, literally ev- 
erything that we make goes back to the 
university.” 

According to Hernandez-Henderson, 
49er Shops’ first wave of sustainability 
was when the current plastic bags were 


first introduced because the plastic is 
biodegradable. Later, student employ- 
ees were encouraged to ask customers 
if they needed a bag rather than give 
them out by default. 

The promotion of eBooks and text- 
book rentals at the University Bookstore 
was also part of a sustainability effort to 
provide cost-efficient alternatives to stu- 
dents, Hernandez-Henderson said. 
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Bylaws should not infringe too much on student presses 


Recently the Student Media Advisory Board 
made changes to the standard operating pro- 
cedures for ASI-funded media outlets. These 
changes will affect KBEACH, The Union 
Weekly, and College Beat. 

These changes include mandatory training, 
an approval process 
for content, and an 

Ou R VI EW _ new code of conduct 
for ASI media outlets. 
This is obviously 
an attempt to prevent another unfortunate situ- 
ation such as the infamous Pow Wow article, 
which spawned weeks of controversy and 
media coverage when it was published. 

According to the new Editor-in-Chief of the 
Union Weekly, Chelsea Stevens, the new rules 
are not infringing on their right to free speech. 

“If anything, it became more clear that The 
Union is protected by first amendment rights, 
which has always been the case,” Stevens said. 

However, this situation brings to mind the 
question of how much regulation there should 
be toward student publications. As offensive as 
the Pow Wow article was, it was still protected 
under the First Amendment. The fact that they 
are bringing in specialists to teach these writers 
about the first amendment is a bit strange. 

The Union has always been very opinion- 
based and they allow anybody to contribute. 
These new rules may not be changing what 
they are allowed to write, but it seems that they 
are trying really hard to influence what gets put 
in the paper. 

The reason the previous Editor in Chief 
Kevin O’Brien caused so much controversy 
with the Pow Wow situation was because he 
refused to apologize for the article in question. 
He didn’t feel like he needed to because the 


Union has never censored its content. Now they 
are requiring the editors to go through training to decide what goes 
in the paper. 

If the Union starts to worry about what they are publishing, they 
are going to lose some of the edge that makes them so unique in 
the first place. They should not be printing blatantly racist articles, 
but they shouldn’t be wondering what might offend people because 
that was never the point. The independent, uncensored style of The 


Union is what makes it different. 

There is also the issue that the Student Media Board may contain 
people who are biased against certain media outlets. According to 
John Trapper, general manager of KBEACH, a lot of “Union hat- 
ers” applied for positions on the Student Media Board after the Pow 
Wow Article. 

Student media outlets should not be scrutinized for their content 
by an outside source. They should be informed about their first 


amendment rights, but what they decide to publish should not 
be questioned. The Pow Wow story was a long time ago, and the 
Union has learned its lesson. 

Clearly the Student Media Advisory Board is scared that some- 


thing like the Pow Wow incident will happen again, but that doesn’t . 


mean they have the right to make laws to prevent it. If the Union 
publishes something that causes controversy again, they will have 
to deal with it, but they do not deserve to be censored.

Like all 11-year-old-girls in 2000, Jan- 
ice screams for affection and intimacy 
from her celebrity crush in the eclectic 
play, “Crumble,” written by Sheila Cal-

Presented at the intimate Sacred Fools 
Theater in Los Angeles, this play incor- 
porates not only a fantasy representation 
of pop star Justin Timberlake, but the 
way a broken family deals with the loss 
of a father while a preteen learns about 
herself becoming a woman. 

The multi-level stage, created by set de- 
signer and CSULB alumna Staci Walters, 
is falling apart with cracks in the floors, 
torn wallpaper, broken windows and a 
front door that creeks loudly every time 
someone_opens it. The crumbling apart- 
ment is meant to be a metaphor, which 
represents how Janice and her mother con- 
tinue to crumble a year after the death of 
her father, according to Aluma. 

Aside from the physical aspect of the 
deteriorating apartment, Brendan Hunt

performs the personification of 
the apartment, who is sad and 
upset by the unkempt condi- 
tions of what he has become. 
He steals the show with his per- 
formance of proper and robust 
dialogue mixed with his sor- 
rowful expressions, allowing 
the audience to feel sorry for 
him. However, he also creates 
laughter with sardonic com- 
ments toward the ladies of the 
house. . 

As Christmas approaches, 
it becomes apparent to the 
mother that her mother-daugh- 
ter relationship, which once 
consisted of playful laughter, 
has now shifted to non-verbal 
communication because Janice is going 
through an awkward phase in life and 
would rather have spiteful conversations 
with her dolls than talk to her neuritic 
mother. 

Opening the play, Janice (Kate 
Wronowski), is seen dancing frantically 
while listening to her portable CD play- 
er, and already has the audience laugh- 
ing by her strange offbeat performance. 
With her squeaky voice, uncombed hair 
and mismatched outfit, it is easy for the 
audience to remember what it was like 
to be 11-years-old and unable to fit in 
anywhere, including your own home. 
Wronowski’s acting is a spot-on portray- 
al of a preteen who desperately needs 
guidance but is unwilling to accept any. 

Meanwhile, her mother (Carrie 
Keranen) is suffering from panic at- 
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tacks with the idea that Janice’s strange 
tendencies are.a result of drug use. 
Throughout the play, she constantly 
tells herself to breathe in order to calm 
herself down. Keranen’s fearful facial 
expressions and fast-paced dialogue 
does justice in epitomizing the worry 
and anxiety any mother would feel after 
hearing her daughter, who never cares 
to shower, argue with her dolls. ~ 
Ironically, the only things keeping Jan- 
ice and her mother sane are dream-like 
visits from their celebrity crushes, Justin 
Timberlake and Harrison Ford, both re- 
markably played by John Halbach. 
During 2000, when the musical 
group *Nsync was at their prime in pop 
culture, every teenage girl in America 
had the ultimate wish to meet Justin 
Timberlake. Luckily, Janice gets a sur- 
prise visit from her crush, where he

The Long Beach State women’s soc- 
cer team will look to continue rewrit- 
ing history.as it attempts to advance to 
the Sweet 16 of the NCAA Tournament 
when it takes on the University of Mi- 
ami on Friday. i 

Along with their first-ever NCAA 
Tournament victory last Saturday, Na- 
dia Link’s game-winner in overtime 
marked her 16th goal of the season, 
which tied the 27-year-old school re- 
cord set by Annette Fernandez. 

The Beach (16-5-1) took the game 
down to the wire against Pepperdine 
last Saturday. Link’s goal came with 
just 13 seconds remaining in the first 
overtime period of a scoreless match. 
Pepperdine was ranked No. 7 in the 
nation in the most recent top 25 Na- 
tional Soccer Goaches Association of 
America (NSCAA) poll. The goal also 
marked the first the ‘Niners have ever 
scored in their three NCAA Tourna- 
ment matches. 

“Nadia’s goal was world class,” 
LBSU head coach Mauricio Ingrassia 
said. “But, I’ve seen her do that a few 


times this year and I just couldn’t be 


more proud of her.” 
The Hurricanes (t0-7-1) are also 
coming off a first-round victory, de-

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feating the University of Alabama in 
double overtime, 3-2. 

Junior forward Kate Howarth leads 
Miami in points (26), goals (10) and as- 
sists (6), and ranks second on the squad 
in shots on goal percentage (.442) She 
also leads the team with three game- 
winning goals this season. 

The Hurricanes posted _a poor confer- 
ence record of 3-6-1, but to their credit, 
the Atlantic Coast Conference (ACC) 
sent more teams (9) to the NCAA Tour- 
nament. than any other conference. 
They also showed their strength in non- 
conference action where they went 6-1, 
including an undefeated road record of 


4-0 in those games. 

“T watched them beat BYU [on the 
road] on TV earlier this season, so 
that’s impressive,” Ingrassia said. “I 
liked the way they played and moved 
the ball around.” 

Indeed, when the Hurricanes defeat- 
ed BYU earlier this season, the Cougars 
were on a 10-match winning streak. 

Miami also has impressive confer- 
ence victories over Boston. College 
and the University of Maryland — two 
teams that were ranked in the most re- 
cent NSCAA top 25 poll. Of the six 
conference losses for the Hurricanes, 
four of them were to teams ranked in 


the top 10 of the NSCAA poll. 

The. Hurricanes have had trouble 
scoring, though, ranking ninth out of 11 
teams in ACC in points, goals, and as- 
sists. Miami has also showed signs of 
being a very aggressive team by leading 
the ACC this season in fouls committed 
(207) and yellow cards issued (18). 

The ‘Niners have been on a tear in 
the last 15 matches, posting a 12-2-1 
record and have their season-high for 
most consecutive games won (6). Dur- 


ing this span, the 49ers have also out- . 


scored their opponents, 33-9, récorded 
eight shutout victories, and defeated 
two top 25-ranked opponents. 


“Our team knows who they are and 
wiiat they need to stay away from,” In- 
grassia said. “They’ve had some good 
tests this year and they understand 
the importance of following the game 
plan. They’ve got good mentality and 
balance, and we’ve got a good senior 
group, but we’re always the underdog.” 

The location of the match, which fa- 
vors LBSU, will take place on a neutral 
site at UCLA’s Drake Stadium — less 
than 35 miles away from Long Beach. 
Kickoff is scheduled for 5 p.m. with the 
victor moving on to face the winner of 
No. 2-seeded UCLA and the University 
of San Diego’s second-round match.
